Premier Starts Off Debate 
On _ International 
Affairs 


OTTAWA, March 30.—No dom- 
inion of the British Empire gave 
any undertaking to send troops or 
to support Greay Britain in a war 
arising out of the September 
crisis over Czecho - Slovakia, 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
told the House of Commons today. 

Canada’s position during the crisis 
was not less favorable to Britain 
than that taken by Australia, New 
Zealand, Ireland and South Africa. 

Mr. King reaffirmed his previous 
statement that in the event of war 
Canada’s participation would be de- 
cided by parliament. As Prime 
Minister he would not engage in ad- 
vance to lead Canada into war. 


PREPARED TEXT 

Mr. King’s speech was his first 
formal utterance on international 
affairs this session. 

Mr. King said he proposed to ad- 
here closely to a prepared text and 
promised to answer questions later

It was understood the 
conversations were intend- 
ed by the Warsaw and Ber- 
lin governments to attempt 
satisfaction of Germany’s 
desire for greater author- 
ity over the free city and 
at the same time guaran- 
tee Poland’s heavy econ. 
omic interests there. 

Danzig, a city of more than 
400,000 population, is large- 
ly German. To give Poland, 
who won her independence in 
the Great War, an outlet to 
the sea, the Baltic port was 
taken from Germany and 
made a free city under pro- 
tection of the League of Na- 
tions. 

A slice of former German ter- 
ritory, known as the Polish cor- 
ridor, also was given Poland so 
she could have access to the port 
which until recent years handled 
nearly all Poland's foreign sea- 
borne commerce. 

Danzig already is dominated by 
Danzig Nazis who succeeded in 
gaining political power there.

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No Time for Debate 


France has gone Fascist for a time to 
gave its Democracy, and Britain may do 
the same. Daladier has been given powers 
broader than ever before conferred upon 
a peace-time premier of France, making 
him a personal ruler as really as Musso- 
lini or Hitler. Thirty-four parliamentary 
supporters of the Chamberlain govern- 
ment are demanding the formation of an 
all-party cabinet “entrusted with full 
powers over the nation’s industry, wealth 
and manpower;” powers as comprehen- 
sive as those held by either dictator. 

Rule by edict is the essence of Fascism, 
as of Nazism, and the antithesis of repre- 
sentative government. It has been adopt- 
ed in France, and is proposed in Britain, 
only as an emergency measure, on the 
ground that arbitrary force must be met 
by arbitrary force. The dictators being’a 
law unto themselves, quick decisions and 
quick action may be required at London 
and Paris. The methods these have em- 
ployed elsewhere make it conceivable that 
either Britain or France might be at- 
tacked without declaration of war or 
warning of any kind. 

Europe, the “mother of civilization,” 
has come to a strange pass when nations 
used to governing themselves must sub- 
mit to protective tyranny by their own 
statesmen lest they fall under the tyranny 
of aggressors who respect no conventions 
and even scrap their own pledges as a 
matter of calculated policy and regular 
practice. 


Argentina Sells Some Wheat 


Canadians will not have to worry as 
to whether they will be building up the 
Nazi power if they sell wheat to Ger- 
many. They shall not be selling any there 
for a while. The Argentine has agreed to 
trade 100,000 tons of wheat for German 
box cars and engines, and hopes to unload 
the bulk of its 5,000,000 ton surplus in 
the same quarter, and by the barter 
method, 

British and United States industry has 
suffered a clear defeat, in a country where 
millions of British pounds and American 
dollars have been invested. It will be re- 
called that the only British Empire exhi- 
bition ever held outside the Empire was 
held in Buenos Ayres a few years ago. 
That was a tribute to the predominant 
place British exporters and importers held 
in the Argentine markets. 


Canada’s loss is not serious. Last year 
we sold 114,000 tons of wheat to Germiany. 
That market is gone. But in proportion 
as Argentine wheat goes to that country 
it will cease to be an important competi- 
tor with Canadian wheat in other mar- 
kets—markets more to be desired because 
not hedged about by barter restrictions. 

Last year Canada sold goods to Ger- 
many to twice the amount we bought 
there—despite the rule that German im- 
ports from any country must be balanced 
by exports to that country. This heavy 
favorable balance could not be main- 
tained. Germany was bound to cut down 
on purchases of something. It is cutting 
down on wheat, which Canada has in 
enormous surplus, but in so doing will 
ease the pressure of Argentine wheat on 
markets in countries which are less con- 
cerned about holding imports down to the 
volume of exports to the Dominion. 


The Experiment Was Premature 


The surrender of Madrid formally and 
finally ends the war in Spain. It is for- 
tunate for the Spanish people that the out- 


come is decisive. There can be no after- 
math of guerrilla fighting, sporadic re- 
volt, harsh suppression and further de- 


struction of life and property. Fought to 


exhaustion, the vanquished can have 
neither the spirit nor the means to invite 
further punishment by opposing the irre- 
sistible. Their weakness is their security 
if they have any. 

The Spaniards have lost the power to 


rule themselves. But that they have lost, 
or ever will lose, the will to self-govern- 


ment is not likely. A people once free do 
not forget. All that can be done no doubt 
will be done to extinguish the democratic 


impulse and reconcile the populace to c. 
tatorship. That this will do more than 
secure Submission to the new order of 
things cannot be imagined. The Loyalists 
may never rebel. But they will think, and 
find other means to restore the popular 
government that has been destroyed for a 
Lime, 

The fact is, Spain was not ready for

parliamentary government. Its people had 
no experience compurable to that of the 
people of Great Britain, where freedom 
slowly broadened down “from precedent 
to precedent”. They are illiterate. They are 
used to being bossed. The “golden age” 
of Spain was an age of arbitrary rule and 
the national traditions are linked up with 
a feudal system. 

The experiment in popular govern- 
ment has cost a million lives. It would 
have succeeded if Italy and Germany had 
kept the non-intervention pact. But it 
could not have been crushed had the 
Spaniards not themselves been divided on 
the issue. Time, there as everywhere, is 
on the side of liberty. Spain will again 
achieve government by the will of its peo- 
ple, but perhaps not in our time. 


Editorial Notes 


Good crowds at the play-off games at 
the arena warrant hope that the city’s 
share of the receipts will meet the carry- 
ing charges and the year's instalment of 
the cost of the artificial ice plant. Two 
years’ experience seems to justify the ex- 
pectation that the plant will eventually 
pay for itself, the hockey players getting 
the added encouragement and the city the 
added prestige for nothing. 

Nothing has been published yet about 
any of the provinces taking up Hon. Nor- 
man Rogers’ offer to relieve the munici- 
palities of all but 20 per cent of relief 
costs, the Dominion and the provinces to 
put up dollar for dollar to make up the 
remaining 80 per cent. The municipal 
councils should see that little item is not 
overlooked when the new relief agree- 
ments come to be made, 

A farmer near Calgary paid $3600 for 
a couple of pounds of brass filings, which 
three strangers told him were gold. Why 
he supposed anyone would sell gold for 
less than he could get for it at the nearest 
bank is a point that will come out if the 
culprits are brought to trial. The surface 
inference would be that the buyer 
thought he was doing business with 
thieves. He evidently was. 


Mayor Telford says Vancouver's de- 
fences consist of “a few pop guns in the 
parks, but we would be lucky if they did 
not kill the men who were trying to fire 
them.” Can anyone imagine the mayor 
of a United States coastal city, or of a 
British, German or French coastal city, 
telling that to the world when interna- 
tional relations are almost at the break- 
ing point? For obvious reasons, it just 
isn’t done in countries where the defence 
question is taken seriously.

The European Situation 


(FROM HANSARD) 


Right Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King (Prime 
Minister): Mr. Speaker, the developments of the 
past week render it desirable that I should make 
a brief statement on the international situation, 
Many of the factors are not yet clear, When I 
come to take up the estimates of the Department 
of External Affairs, I shall seek to go fully into 
many questions which the happenings of last 
year and in particular, of the past few months, 
have created for Canada as for other countries. 

I have been taken to task for some guarded 
references I made at the beginning of the month 
to the European situation, I pointed out on the 
first instant that a critical situation was still 
existing in the world, and that at some moment 
we might be called upon to consider questions 
larger than any we had thus far discussed. It 
will be realized now that these apprehensions 
had some foundation; so, I believe, had the feel- 
ing that the outlook was improving, to which I 
referred a week later. It will be observed that 
in stating on March 7th that I believed relief had 
been experienced in the foreign offices of Europe, 
that the situation had somewhat cleared in the 
few previous days, I was careful to add that I 
still adhered to what I had said on the previous 
occasion as something which, all the circum- 
stances considered, it was proper I should have 
given to hon. members. 

I made no claim to any exclusive sources of 
information, or to any ability to forecast the 
future. The form and place of the latest dis- 
turbance was a surprise to me, and a surprise to 
many governments more nearly concerned, and 
more minutely informed. I am sure this house 
will always be desirous alike of facing unwel- 
come realities and of avoiding giving way to 
panie or propaganda. I have myself no desire 
either to ignore the serious shock the events of 
the past week have given to the world’s hope of 
peace, or to exaggerate the imminence or extent 
of danger, as if the world were heading for 
Armageddon. 

We have witnessed this past week the wanton 
and forcible occupation by Germany of the 
greater part of what remained of the Czecho- 
Slovak republic. Following this example, 
whether or not with Germany’s approval, Hun- 
gary has occupied the remaining fragment, small, 
but racially and strategically important. After 
Munich, it was hoped that what remained of the 
Czecho-Slovak republic would be immune from 
aggression, That hope has not been realized. 
There are few countries which do not regret the 
fate which has now overtaken that gallant and 
vigorous small nation. They regret still more 
the evidence a great country has given that it 
does not consider itself bound by pledges freely 
exchanged a few short months before, and that 
it looks to force as the sole basis of relations with 
its neighbors, and apparently with the world. 
The occurrences of the week cannot find any 
defence, as may have appeared to be the case 
with some of the earlier manoeuvres, as reac- 
tions against excessive terms of self-determina- 
tion and racial unity. 

For the present at least, so far as we know, no 
country in all Europe is planning by counter 
force to reverse the result of force in Czecho- 
Slovakia. It is rather a question of weighing the 
results and considering what further moves may 
lie in the future. What is now needed is to take 
stock, as fully as may be possible, and to be 
ready for developments as they take actual shape 
out of the fog of conjectures; to prepare for all 
possible contingencies. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in his frank and moving 
speech at Birmingham, asked Was this the end 
of an old adventure, or the beginning of a new, 
the last attack on a small state, or the beginning 


. of an attempt to dominate the world by force? 


He did not attempt to answer those questions, 
but declared they would require consideration 
not only by Germany’s neighbors but by others 
even outside of Europe, and that the government 
of the United Kingdom would consider them in 
consultation with the members of the British 
commonwealth, France and various other powers. 

So far as Canada is concerned, the govern- 
ment is ready at any time to take part in such 
consideration, to join in consultation with the 
United Kingdom and with such other countries 
as would be appropriate. I note that in speaking 
at Westminster today, Mr. Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons that Great Britain “requires 
to give full consideration” to the tense European 
situation in conjunction with other powers, “be- 
fore any statement can be made.” This wholly 
conforms with the statement made by Mr. Cham- 
berlain at Birmingham on Friday last when he 
said: 

I am not prepared to commit this country by 
new and unspecified commitments operating 
under conditions which cannot now be foreseen. 

The first necessity for Canada, as well as for 
Great Britain, is to sift rumor from fact, to ex- 
amine whether there is a probability of further 
drives, and if so in what direction, and in what 
form. 

It is essential to clarify the actual issue that 
may arise. It is important to know what country 
or countries may be concerned, and whether it is 
a case of agitation and propaganda, or of econ- 
omic pressure, or of military force. It is equally 
important to know exactly what policies are be- 
ing suggested to meet the situation, and what 
measure of support and feasibility those policies 
are likely to receive. With this knowledge the 
Canadian government will have little difficulty 
in proposing to this parliament any action which 
it believes should be taken in the contingency 
anticipated. 

If these were a prospect of an aggressor 
launching an attack on Britain, with bombers 
raining death on London, I have no doubt what 
the decision of the Canadian people and parlia- 
ment would be. We would regard it as an act of 
aggression, menacing freedom in all parts of the 
British commonwealth. If it were a case, on the 
other hand, of a dispute over trade or prestige in 
some far corner of the world, that would raise 
quite different considerations. 

Canada at all times has been prepared to con- 
sult, as occasion might arise, with other freedom 
loving countrits as to the most effective means 
of co-operation and the contingency in which it 
may arise, are questions which this government 
will examine, in consultation with other govern- 
ments. It will report its findings and any pro- 
posals that may result to this parliament, which 
has the sole and responsible authority to speak 
for Canada in such rare issues. I still believe in 
parliament as the most important of our national 
institutions; and in the supremacy of parliament, 
especially where the issue is one of peace or

With Europe being carved up overnight by 
the dictators, the troubles of World Fair planners 
are thereby increased. A World's Fair on a mam- 
moth scale has been building outside New York.

Before the 
ANOTHER CZECH Pact of Munich brought 
PROBLEM ARISES Europe peace in this gener- 

ation, the industrious re- 
public of Czecho-Slovakia contracted for a $400,- 
000 pavilion with 60,000 square feet of floor 
space. Then came the Peace of Munich and the 
loss of the Sudeten areas. This led to a revision 
of the contract. The space was cut down to 
45,000 square feet and the cost of the building 
cut in two, 

With half a million dollars worth of exhibits 
assembled came news that Hitler had dismem- 
bered Czecho-Slovakia. No country or govern- 
ment of that'name longer exists. Say the fair 
directors: “What are we to do? We have a con- 
tract with a government that has passed away.” 

The building is still in an unfinished state, 
with scaffolding around it, unfinished inside or 
out, and surrounded by builders’ debris. 

Obvious thing to do is to leave it as it is, a 
gaunt and naked unfinished structure. Nothing 
could better typify the tragic fate that has be- 
fallen the proud and courageous Czech people.

I've been reading up a little on popular Euro- 
pean fiction, and find that the author of “Mein 
Kampf” is entitled to the 1939 Pulitzer Prize, and 
the Nobel Prize (if they give one) for the most 
convincing and best sustained fiction. Here are 
a few proofs in point: Hitler, speaking in the 

Reichstag on Jan. 30, 1934, 
PRIZE FICTION on the demand for the Saar 
FROM GERMANY Basin: “After the solution 

of this question, the Ger- 
man Government is willing and determined to 
accept in its inmost soul, as well as external 
formulation, the Pact of Locarno.” @ 

After getting the Saar Basin, Hitler marched 
his troops into the Rhineland which had been 
guaranteed by the Locarno Pact. After remili- 
tarizing the Rhineland he told the Reichstag: 
“After three years, I believe I can today regard 
the struggle for German equality as over.... We 
have no territorial demands to make in Europe.” 

He prepared for the invasion of Austria by 
another speech to the Reichstag on May 21, 1935, 
in which he declared “Germany has neither the 
wish nor the intention to mix in internal Aus- 
trian affairs, or to annex or unite with Austria.” 

A week after German troops had been driven 
into Austria, Hitler announced: “The eternal 
dream of the German people has been fulfilled. 
+. . Germany wants only peace. She does not 
want to add to the sorrows of nations.” His 
propaganda machine got busy in Czecho-Slova- 
kia six weeks later and armies were mobilized to 
take the Sudeten areas. 

He must be a convincing fictionist for he still 
professed peace to Prime Minister Chamberlain, 
that trustful statesmen telling the House of Com- 
mons: “He told me privately, and last night he 
repeated publicly, that after the Sudeten Ger- 
man question is settled, that is the end of Ger- 
many’s territorial claims in Europe.” 

This writer repeats again: In the Fascist 
tactic, untruth is regarded as a legitimate 
weapon. Whenever a Fascist dictator plans 
seizure by force, he prepares by issuing protesta- 
tions of peaceful intent. Only simpletons need 
have been fooled, by such professions, in the face 
of facts.

The various Catholic societies in Quebec that 
telegraphed their protests to Prime Minister 
King against Canada going to the aid, of the 
Mother Country in the event of a European war, 
were a few hours too soon for wisdom. Next 
day Hitler made his demand for air bases in 
Iceland. With the proper am- 
bition of Quebec to speed the 
day when the French-Cana- 
dians will be in a majority in 
Canada, one can make no protest. But when 
Britain is involved in any war with a totali- 
tarian power, no pious professions for parlia- 
mentary resolutions will save Canada from 
attack. Totalitarianism knows neither gratitude 
nor restraint. It was the Catholic vote in Ger- 
many—aimed against the Social Democratic 
party—that put Hitler in power. 

A Nazi air-base in Iceland would be aimed 
directly at Canada—the ripest and least defended 
plum in the British Empire. Quebec js the near- 
est target for Nazi bombs from Iceland. The 
surest way to keep Canada inviolate is to keep 
any European war in Europe.

On This Date

Forty-eight years ago tomorrow, 
(March 30 1891) Sir John A. Mac- 
donald wrote his last letter. It was 
to Sir George Stephen, then presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company. Apologizing for his 
delay in writing, “due to the pros- 
tration of the recent election car - 
paign, I having forgotten that Ten 
70 and more,” Sir John said that it 
was a good thing the details of the 
McKinley teriff had not been 
made public before the polling or 
“we should have been swept out 
of existence.” 

He had been surprised and griev- 
ed at the hold the unrestricted 
reciprocity cry had among the far- 
mers but “ we were able to raise 
the loyalty cry, which had consid- 
erable effect, and win, despite the 
large sums sent in from the U.S.” 

Even then the power of the rail- 
way vote was a thing for politicians 
to worry over,, and Sir John com- 
plained bitterly of the hostile atti- 
tude of the Grand Trunk which had, 
on orders from London, despite the 
protests of the Canadian manage- 
ment, instructed its employees to 
vote against the Macdonald minis- 
try because it had provided the 
competition of the C.P.R.; and the 
Old Chief ascribed the loss of sev- 
eral seats with large Grand Trunk 
shops to this obedience to the 
“orders from London.” 

His final words written by ‘jis 
own hand were loyal as his whole 
life. He was looking forward to a 
conference with J. G. Blaine, the 
US. secretary of state. “We want 
to drive him into a statement that 
he won't deal with us unless we 
adopt the U'S. tariff and discrimin- 
ate against England, which we 
won't do!” 

True to his slogan, “A British 
subject I was born; a British sub- 
ject I will die,” was Sir John.

Mr. Plunkett points out that 
“The information shown does not 
reflect the final operating result for 
the fiscal year as inventories of 
grain and produce on hand were 
not available as at November 1,” 
the period of the examination be- 
ing January 1 to November 15, 
1938, Mr. Plunkett adds that “The 
information shown was taken from 
the books of account and may be 
subject to adjustment during the 
final audit after the close of the 
fiscal year.” 

POLICY INDICATED 

Mr. Plunkett further writes that 
“The general policy of farm man- 
agement is indicated in the follow- 
ing extract from the minutes of a 
board meeting on Feb. 19, 1038.” He 
then quotes from the minutes as 
follows: 

“The question of handling run- 
down properties in the district was 
discussed. It was felt that the dis- 
trict should inaugurate a definite 
management policy, taking charge 
of these properties, improving them 
and restoring their sale values. 
Trustee Dahl was of the opinion 
that the district should build up 
one or two demonstration proper- 
ties. Thé question of suitable 
supervision and supervisor was 
briefly discussed and will be stud- 
ied further.” 

Commenting on this, Mr. Plunkett 
writes that “No specific authoriza- 
tions appear in the minutes as to 
the nature or amount of expendi- 
ture incurred on improvements.” 

Turning his attention to affairs 
of the Irrigation Development Land 
company he states it was formed 
under the Alberta Companies act 
in January, 1936, and registered as 
a private company with an author- 
ized capital of 20,000 shares at $1.00 
each. Shares were issued as fol- 
lows: 

E, L. Gray, 5 shares. 

G. A. Robertson, 1 share. 


LAND TRANSFERRED 

It is pointed out that on Jan, 21, 
1936, some 5,658,708 acres of land 
were transferred from the Eastern 
Irrigation District for a “nominal 
consideration’ ‘and on Jan, 2, 1937, 
two additional quarters containing 
320 acres were also transferred. 
These and other transactions are set 
forth and commenting on them, in 
respect to their receipts and pay- 
ments Mr. Plunkett writes that: 

“Payments in respect to farms and 
projects represent wages expended 
on Eastern Irrigation Districts prop- 
erty. No explanation is given as to 
why these disbursements should be 
made by the Irrigation Development 
Land company. 

“Payrolls were poorly prepared 
and lacked details as to the nature 
of the work performed. No signa- 
tures appeared indicating approval 
by foreman or company officials.” 

Mr. Plunkett deals with a situa- 
tion wherein in August and Sep- 
ternber of 1938, charges were made 
to the E. I. D. totalling $1,361.50. 
Charges represented hiring of men 
and teams on the Rolling Hills pro- 
ject at $3.50 a day. 


LABOR COSTS 

Writing on this, Mr. Plunkett re- 
ports that “It should be noted that 
the actual labor cost distributed to 
this project in the Irrigation Devel- 
opment Land Company books 
amounted to $445.40 representing 
wages mainly paid at the rate of 
$35 per month. Teams, board and 
lodging in connection with the 
Rolling Hills project were supplied 
by the Eastern Irrigation District. 
It would appear that the district 
was overcharged by some $900. 

“Payrolls were poorly prepared 
and lacked detzils as to the nature 
of the work performed, No signa- 
tures appeared indicating approval 
by foremen or company Officia!s.” 

Later Mr. Plunkett writes that 
“Eastern Irrigation District advane- 
es include $1,278.05 required to pay 
taxes and legal costs in respect of 
the Haddington school district. A 
payment of $1,862.76 was made in 
November 1938 to satisfy a jucg- 
ment obtained by the school district. 
Of this amount, the district assumed 
$584.71 representing arrears of taxes 
prior to transfer of lands to the 
Irrigation Development Land Com- 
pany. The total payment was made 
up of taxes, $1,792.97 and costs, 
$69.79, 

CASH IN BANK 

“Cash in bank on November 19 
amounted to sixty-two cents, In 
addition the following amounts were 
held by H. J. Hamilton: Payment on 
land sale, Sept. 12, $15; cheque No. 
42, H. J. Hamilton, Sept. 16, $100; 
cheque No. 44, H. J, Hamilton, Sept. 
22, $40. Total, $155. 

“I understood that the foregoing 
arrangements were made with a 
view to reducing or closing out the 
bank account, but no explanation 
was offered as to why the monies 
were not paid to the district.” 

Mr. Plunkett continues his report 
by stating that “In considering the 
financial position and operations of 
the Eastern Irrigation District, it 
is my opinion that the transactions 
of the Irrigation Development Land 
Company cannot be excluded, While 
the Jafter is a separate legal entity 
its shares are entirely held by dis- 
trict officials and its operations have 
been limited to transactions in the 
district's behalf. No reference to the 
formation of the company appears 
in the minutes of the board. 

“During 1938 the Eastern Irriga- 
tion District loaned the following 
amounts to the Irrigation Develop- 
ment Land Company: 

“August 4, $500; September 2, 
$500; November 4, $1,278.05" this 
being a total of $2,278.05. 


NOT OF MINUTES 
Mr. Plunkett writes that “Auth- 
orization for the above loans does 
not appear in the minutes of the

COMPANY FORMED 

The Bassano Creamery and Pro- 
duce company wes formed on 
November 1, 1938 with an author- 
ized capitel of 20000 shares at $1 
each. Shares were issued as fol- 
lows: E. L. Gray, 5 shares; W. 
McLaws, 1 share. 

Mr, Plunkett states that “There 
is no indication in the minutes of 
the District that the Creamery 
Company is under the control of 
the Board of Trustees of the dis- 
trict.” 

Later in the report he stated that 
“On November 18, 1938, the dis- 
trict loaned $250 to the company. 
No authorization for this loan ap- 
peared in Board minutes prior to 
that date. The District's authority 
to loan monies, under the terms of 
the Eastern Irrigation Districts Act 
or the Irrigation Districts Act is 
questionable.” 

In his concluding portions Mr. 
Plunkett writes “Under the terms 
of Chapter 34, 1935, Section 4, the 
Board of Trustees are given fairly 
wide powers in the operation and 
management of Districts and non- 
district properties. The minutes of 
Board meetings approved a general 
policy of farm improvement, al- 
though, with the exception of 
Lakelands Farm, no specific prop- 
erties are mentioned. 


DON’T APPEAR 

“The minutes do not set forth the 
nature of the improvements to be 
undertaken or the amount required. 
A policy of this nature should be 
specified more particularly. 

“As previously stated, loans were 
made by the District during 1938 
to the Irrigation Development Land 
Company and the Bassano Cream- 
ery and Produce Company. The 
District's authority to make loans 
of this nature is questioned, 

“The District's relationship to 
Lakelands Limited, prior to the 
change in policy in October, 1938, is 
not clear. The Districts purchased 
and placed cattle and hogs on the 
farm during 1938 and it is necessary 
that they obtain an accounting for 
the proceeds from this livestock. 

“The operations of the Irrigation 
Development Land Company are 
set forth earlier in this report, As 
states, the affairs of this company 
are closely related to the District's 
operations but I am not aware of 
any useful purpose served by its 
organization, On the other hand it 
has resulted in a certain amount of 
contusion and expense to the dis- 
trict. 

“The Bassano Creamery and Pro- 
duce Company was formed in Nov- 
ember, 1988, and at the time of ex- 
amination, the District's finanejal 
transactions with this company 
were limited to a loan of $350. As 

viously stated, I question the 
istrict's authority to make direct 
loans of this nature. 

“Owing to his absence at the time 
of my e@xamination the foregoing 
polnts were not discussed with the 
manager."

EPIDEMIC HITS 
GOLDFIELDS 


Approximately 75 persons were 
reported suffering from an epidemic 
of influenza that has spread over 
the Goldfields area. The flu is of 
a mild form, usually sending the 
patient to bed from two to four 
days.

war. I may add that, as would be 
expected in the circumstances, no 
statement of the policy the United 
Kingdom government has in mind 
has yet been received, from London. 

In spite of the shock to the world’s 
confidence, there is no reason to de- 
spair of peace, or to cease working 
for peace. The world has come to 
be able to stand shocks, to make 
readjustments which a few years 
ago would have made open conflict 
inevitable. 

The peoples of the different 
countries of the world do not want 
war. No government of any demo- 
cratic country has any thought or 
intent of making war. No govern- 
ment of any totalitarian country 
can hope for passive acquiescence 
in acts of internationa] lawlessness, 
as they come to effect a wider range 
of powers, nor can they anticipate 
victory over the limitless moral and 
material resources that would be 
arrayed against them. It is a time 
for preparedness, but equally for 
furthering to the utmost, concilia- 
tion and co-operative effort among 
all peoples. 

I think I may say with no less 
sincerity than Mr. Chamberlain thet 
there is scarcely anything I would 
not sacrifice for peace, but, like Mr. 
Chamberlain, there is one thing I 
must except, and that is the liberty 
which we enjoy and which we will 
never surrender. I believe this is the 
feeling of every Canadian who loves 
his country and cherishes its liber- 
ties. Acts of aggression and attempts 
at world domination by fovee are 
just es hateful to the people of Can- 
ada as they are to the peoples of the 
United Kingdom, the United States, 
France and all other peace loving 
and freedom loving democracies,

Conference With City Of-

On motion of Hon, Lucien

affairs, amendments to the Tax 
Recovery Act, designed to bring 
Edmonton and Calgary under the 
bill, were stricken’ therefrom. 
The minister's action was taken 
while the house was in commit- 
tee of the whole discussing legis- 
lation, 


Under ihis bill, no home owner 
occupying the property can be re- 
moved from the property for taxes 
against him without the consent of 
the minister of municipal affairs. 

Prior to the sitting of the house, 
Mr. Maynard discussed the amend- 
ments with Mayor Andrew Davison | 
and other Calgary officials and T,| 
R. Garside, Edmonton city solici- 
tor. 

The bill had been advanced to 
third reading, but was moved back 
into committee of the whole and 
after sections affecting Edmonton 
and Calgary were struck from the| 
bill, it was reported for third 
reading. 

If the amendments were includ- 
ed in the act, said Mr. Maynard, in 
withdrawing the inclusion of Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, it would mean 
that the two cities would have to 
take title to numerous properties 


As the human body goes along 
from day to day, some of the cells 
are constantly wearing out and 
must be replaced, somewhat in the 
same manner as the old parts wear 
out in your car, and must be re- 
placed with new parts. The body 
gets its rebuilding material from 
one principal food and that is pro- 
tein. No other food can take the 
place of it. 

When we use the word protein we 
are referring to a complicated ar- 
rangement of amino acids. The 
chief foods containing this special 
grouping of elements are: meat, 
fish, eggs, fowl, cheese, milk and 
nuts. There are others, such as 
whole wheat grains, peas and beans, 
but the ones first listed are the ones 
commonly used as protein sources. 

Most of us get our protein chief- 
ly from meat, fish and eggs. That 
is the easiest way to get them and 
the most satisfactory way from the 
standpoint of sensible dietetics. The 
vegetarians who object to flesh 
foods and who try to omit the meat 
and fish eventually find they have 
a much more puzzling problem in 
arranging a well-balanced diet than 
would be the case if they used the 
meat and fish. 

In the ordinary mixed diet, lite 
feay need be felt that not enough 
protein will be secured. About @ 
quarter of a pound of meat daily, 
together with one or two eggs, wil! 
supply all the protein needed by 
the average person 

The person doing very heavy 
manual labor where there is con- 
siderable expenditure of energy 
will find it possible to use an even 
larger amount of meat and benefit 
by it.

A mea! providing steak, 
cottage cheese, nuts, milk, and per- 
haps eggs in the form of custard, | 
contains more protein than the body 
is likely to be able to use at one 
time. 

Use your protein, and realize that 
You are getting a valuable food in 
so using it, but also realize that a 
protein such as meat is more or 
less of a “heavy” food and should 
be balanced by using plenty of raw 
and cooked non-starchy vegetables 
with it.

LIMITATIONS 
ACTION ACT 
IS RENEWED 


Minister Outlines Action to 
Supplant Disallowed 


.Measure 


Replying to the Dominion gov- 
ernment’s action in disallowing 
the amending bill to the Limita- 
tion of Action Act passed last 
year in the house, Hon. Lucien 
Maynard, minister of municipal 
affairs in the legislature on Wed- 
nesday introduced a new measure 
to provide debtor relief. 

In general the principle of the 
amending. bill is similar to that 
which was disallowed recently by 
the Dominion. 

In the amending bill introduced 
by Mr. Maynard the cut-off date 
for agreements on debts is July 1, 
1942 and if action is not taken by 
that date to renew agreements, then 
action to enforce the agreement 1s 
barred. Under the act recently dis- 
allowed the cut-off date was July 
1, 1940, 

Speaking of the amending bill 
outside the house, Mr. Maynard de- 
clared it provided that proceedings 
must be taken on debt agreements 
entered before July 1, 1936 which 
become due before July 1, 1942 or 
they must be renewed after April 
1, 1939, otherwise the action to en- 
force payment under the statute 
would be barred. 

Provision was included in the dis- 
allowed act, that specified actions 
and proceedings in respect of debts 
incurred prior to July 1, 1936, must 
be commenced prior to July 1, 1940. 

Further provision was made that 
an action to recover such debt 
could be commenced after July 1, 
1940 only in case the person liable 
for the payment had entered into a 
new agreement for the payment of 
the debt since July 1, 1936 and be- 
fore July 1, 1940. 

Similar provisions to the disallow- 
ed act are included in the new bill. 

Mr, Maynard, in moving first 
reading of the new bill, pointed out 
that the Dominion government, 
after having a whole year in which 
to disallow the act passed last year, 
had waited until the dying days of 
the legislative session here to make 
its decision known and this delay 
had been embarrassing to this gov- 
ernment in dealing with its legisla- 
tive program. 

NO SURPRISE 

He stated that he would not have 
been surprises if the Dominion had 
waited until prorogation had taken 

place. 

Mr, Maynard pointed out that the 
only information the government 
had on the subject, was contained 
in press reports of the disallowance 
order, 

He declared that one objection to 
the old act was that the period of 
time was rather short to renew 
agreements while another was that 
some agreements might not expire 
until after July 1, 1940. He said 
that the amending bill would cover 
these points.

In reply, Mr. Mullen declared that 
the government had _ co-operated 
with the other two western prov- 
ince in bringing before the Domin- 
ion government the need of farmers 
getting at least the cost of produc- 
tion of their grain. 

“We are not satisfied,” he said, 
“with any 60 cent wheat in Alberta. 
The farmers in mass formation 
should protest to the Dominion gov- 
ernment if the reports in the press 
It is absolutely an in- 
sult to the farmers.”

DAMAGE ACTION 


Public busses, conveying passen- 
gers in Alberta, must come to a 
dead stop at railway level crossings, 
and the driver must not proceed 
until he has satisfied himself that 
it is safe to do so,

not apply to public service freight 
vehicles, according to a judgment 
handed down by Mr. Justice W. R.

Assessing the railway company 
damages of $1,311.07, His Lordship 
said there was a clear distinction 
between a passenger-carrying pub- 
lie vehicle and a freight-carrying 
public vehicle. The truck involved 
in the action belonged to the lat- 
ter class, and in fact, the driver was 
prohibited by law to carry passen- 
gers.
